THAT MILITARY PARTY. 



Larjre Armed Body Being Despatch- 
ed for Escort Duty iu Interior 
of Alaska. 



Camp and Supply Depot fo Be Es- 
tablished at Dyea— Supplies 
Starting This Week. 



Washington, Feb. 2.— General Mer- 
riam, commanding the department of 
the Columbia, Iihb notified the secretary 
oi war that he has completed the detaila 
of the relief expedition to be sent out by 
the government to the gold regionB in 
Alaska and Klondike. These are as fol- 
lows : Major J. H. Rucker, Fourth 
cavalry, is assigned to command and to 
take tho temporary station at Dyea, 
where he is to establish a camp and sup- 
ply depot. Capt. Geo. Ruhled, assist- 
ant quartermaster, is designated as 
quartermaster and commissary of the 
expedition, and is to report to Major 
Rucker at Dyea. Capt. D. L. Brainard, 
commissiary of Eubsistance, has also been 
assigned to duty at Dyea as purchasing 
and disbursing officer of the expedition. 

Capt. Ellridge, with a detachment 
consisting of Lieut. E. W. Clarke and 
fifty enlisted men of the Fourteenth in- 
fantry, together with First Lieut. Kemp, 
an assistant Eureeon, and two enlisted 
men of the hospital corpB, fully armed 
and equipped, for escort duty in the in- 
terior of Alaska, with 10G rounds of rifle 
ball ammunition per man, arc ordered 
to pn ceed from Vancouver barracks to 
Dyea and report to Major Rucker. 

FirBt lieutenant Guy.H. Preston, of 
tho Ninth cavalry, in charge, with 
Lieutenant James Ryan, Ninth cavalry, 
and the pack trains from the Depart- 
ment of the Platte, with forage to May 
31, are also ordered for duty at Dyea. 
Orders have been given to the chief 
commissary of the Department of the 
Columbia to ship by Bteamer from Port- 
land and Seattle about February 5 
12,000 pounds complete rations with 
proper proportion of subsistence Btores 
and property and also tandem and 
single sleighs to Ma ior Rucker at Dyea. 

C. C. Field Dead. 
Conuiu;, Feb. 2. — (Special)— C. C. 
Field, ex-M. P. P. of West Northumber- 
land, died early this morning ae a con- 
sequence of an attack of heart failure. 
He was aged nxty-four. He had repre- 
sented Northumberland since 188(5 and 
had recently decided not to be a candi- 
date again at this election.

Beginning of the Seventeenth Year of This

Lko, MasB., Feb. 2.— The founder of 
the Christian Endeavor Society and the 
president of the united society, Rev. F.

This is Endeavor day through- 
out the world, the beginning of the 
seventeenth year of Endeavor history. 

WHEEL MILEAGE CBAZE. 

The Century Club's Report on the Most Ex- 
treme Cases. 

New York, Feb. 2. — The rond records 
committee of the Century Club of Amer- 
ica to-day announced the mileage of 
1897, as reported by the members and 
accepted by that committee. The three 
leading members and winners of the 

Erizes given by the club iiave been mem- 
era all the year, and ho the whole mile- 
age aB reported by them was in the com- 
petition. They were: John George, 
Philadelphia, who covered 32,479 miles; 
JohnNobre, Philadelphia, 28,718; Mil- 
ton N. Kein, Philadelphia, 28,517 mileB. 
Mrs. A. M. C. Allen, of Worcester, 
stands seventh on the list with a record 
of 21,020 miles. Mrs. George Bunker, 
of Chicago, covered 11,000 mileB during 
the year. 

CHEAPER TRAVELLING. 

Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific Re- 
ducing Their Rates to the West. 

Toronto, Feb. 2.— (Special)— There is 
war to the knife between the Grand 
Trunk railway and the Canadian Pacific 
since their failure to arrive at an agree- 
ment over the North Bay business. To- 
day the Grand Trunk railway announces 
a cut in the rate to Winnipeg via the 
Chicago and North WeBtern, by meeting 
the Canadian Pacific differential, and it 
is expected that the Canadian Pacific 
will meet this cut and further reduce 
the rate. Both roads made substantial 
reductions from Montreal and Quebec to 
Winnipeg to-day, making the rate from 
Montreal to Winnipeg now $37.95 instead 
of $43.05, and from Quebec $41.45 'in- 
stead of $45.05. The Canadian Pacific 
to-day announces a special settlers' ex- 
cursion to Manitoba every Tuesday in 
March and April. The rate named it 
$21. If the present war continues this, 
will likely be much less. 

ANOTHER SEALING REPORT. 

The Jordan Commission Denounce Pelagic 
Sealing as the Sole Cause of Dimi- 
nution of Herd. 

Stanford University, Cal., Feb. 2.— 
The second preliminary report of the 
Behring Sea investigation, conducted by 
the commission of which David Stan- 
Jordan was president, was issued yes- 
terday. This will bo followed in the 
course of the coming year by a final re- 
port, monographic in character, which 
will take up in detail nil phases of the 
seal question. 

" The sole cauee of the decline of the 
fur Beal herd," save the report, " ie 
found in pelagic eealing. This conclu- 
sion was reached last year and a recon- 
sideration of all the questions involved 
gives no reason to alter or modify it. 
Theinvestigationof the season of 1897 only 
strengthens it. Pelagic sealing involves 
the iudiscrimnate killing of males and 
females, the latter forming at all times 
the greater part of the pelagic catch. 
When we take into account the loss ol 
the herd through old age and tho Bmall 
percentage of young which survive to 
breeding age we find the margin of in- 
crease in the herd to be very small." 



BOUND FOR PELLY RIVER. 

Chicago Party to Make the Long Journey 
Overland From Edmonton. 

Chicago, Feb. 2. — Thirty-one pros- 
pectors, under the direction of the Yukon 
Valley Prospecting & Mining Co., left 
here for the Klondike last evening. 
From St. Paul tho party will proceed by 
way of Winnipeg to Edmonton, whence 
they will proceed overland. 

An outfit of huge flat sleighB, with 75 
horBes as motive power, is in waiting to 
take the party and its freight across the 
one thousand mileB of snow aud ice to 
its destination, tho head- waters of the 
Polly river. It is expectetl that the trip 
overlnnd will talte sixty days. A fare- 
well dinner to tho prospectoia was given 
at the Tremont House. Tho mon who 
are bound for tho gold fields represent 
almost every trade. Two are expert 
miners.

Apparent Backdown as to Tnlienwau 
a Graceful Concession That 
Costs But Little. 



The Times Suggests Tliat fhe Aban- 
doned Condition Wits Named 
Only as a Lever. 



Russia Induced to Withdraw Oppo- 
sition to the More Important 
Demands of the British. 



London, Feb. 2.— Discussing editori- 
ally the despatch which was printed in 
its columns yesterday from Pekiu stat- 
ing that England had definitely with- 
drawn her condition requiring the open- 
ing of Talienwan the Times Bays : "The 
fact of such withdrawal is of course con- 
sistent with the adoption of entirely 
different policies upon our part. It 
might be on one hand an unworthy and 
humiliating surrender by a statesman, 
who having promulgated a great policy 
and defended it with brave words had 
then run away from it on the first show 
of the opposition it was certain was to 
provoke. On the other hend it may be 
u jndiciotiB example of the old and tried 
diplomatic method of liddinir, in the 
first instance, to the termB of a bargain 
some particular object which it wast not 
really desired or expected to attain and 
afterward sacrificing this superfluous 
article in order to secure the real end in 
view. But while it is logically compat- 
ible with either of these alternatives we 
are entitled to assume that the second 
policy is that which is being followed by 
Lord Salisbury. 

"On this assumption the withdrawal 
of the condition iB no more than aj_ r race- 
ful concession effected on the principle of 
"doutdeB," thegifton our part being the 
privilege of access to a not especially de- 
sirable port, and the condition we re- 
ceive the acceptance of the more essen- 
tial terniB of our offer. This is what has 
approximately taken place. 

" Russia's objections to a free port at 
Talienwan are not unintelligible aud if 
she has offered a compromise on thiB 
point and also discontinues her objec- 
tions at Pekin to the remaining condi- 
tion of the British loan sensible perEons 
in thiB country will see no reaEon to cry 
out at the deference shown her suscepti- 
bilities. 

" If on the other/ hand our ministers 
could be supposed to have deferred to 
her in this matter without having eb- 
cured an adequate equivalent in return, 
they would unquestionably have to an- 
swer for their conduct to public opinion, 
but it would be unjust to Lord Salisbury 
and hia colleagues to entertain any sup- 
position of the kind on the evidence be- 
fore us." 

Referring to tho report from its cor- 
respondent at St. Petersburg that a com- 
bination of German bankers have ar- 
ranged with Russian bankers to lurnic-b 
China a loan of 100,000,000 roubles, the 
Times Eays: ''It is, of course, possible 
that the story is not without foundation. 
There is not much doubt that Russia 
can procure the money if she can induce 
China to enter more deeply intoherbooks. 
She is well versed in thehabitsof Chinese 
officials ana haB almost intuitive percep- 
tion of the motives determining their 
acts. It is quite possible that timely 
appeals to these might result in some 
such diplomatic triumph as is rumored 
in St. Petersburg. If so, our position is 
clear. We are limited to our treaty 
rights and both parties of the Btate, with 
the whole country at their back, are 
pledged to enforce them. Upon that 
Btihject retreat or vacillation ia impos- 
sible. We are not going to be either 
force or jockeyed out of our treaty with 
one of the most lucrative markets of 
Asia. 

" While we believe, however, that the 
successful conclusion of a British, loan to 
China upon the terms proposed, even 
without the opening of the Talienwan 
would confer great advantage both on 
that country and the nations of the 
world, wo do not sco why a failure of the 
negotiations would be immediatley fol- 
lowed by the grave consequences antici- 
pated in some quarters. It is neither 
to the interest of Russia nor any other 
power to provoke a contest with this 
country, and unless we are provoked by 
some deliberate attack upon our rights, 
it is quite certain that we shall do 
nothing to disturb the tranquility of the 
world. Our trade has many interests, it 
ia true, for which we are prepared, in 
case of need, to light; but the greateEt 
of nil trade interests is pence." 

The Times' original announcement 
created much surprise and excitement 
among politicians and was eagerly dis- 
cussed at the clubs. The Liberals vig- 
orously denounced the reported back- 
down of the British government, while

BRITAIN NOT A LOSER. 

Continued from Page One. 



British Vessels Will Not Be Driven 
from the Yukon by Vexations 
Requirements. 



Washington, Feb. 2.— The secretary 
of the treasury to-day iaaued regulations 
governing the entry and transportation 
o£ merchandise destined for the Klon- 
dike region and Northwest Territories of 
British Columbia by way of Juneau, 
Dyea, and Skagway or other customs 
poiutB in Alaska. 

It is provided that imported merchan- 
dise arriving at any of theHe ports en 
route for the Klondike maybe forwarded 
without payment of duty in charge of a 
customs officer at the expense of the 
importer, or up n the tiling of a bond 
for its exportation, equal to the duties 
and charges, or the owner may make a 
deposit with the collector, the same to 
bi refunded upon the certificate of the 
neputy collector on the frontier lines 
that the goods have been exported. 

All imported animals or merchandise 
abandoned or sold en route will be 
seized and forfeited to the government 
unless the duties are paid thereon. 

All articles carried by passengers 
which are in use, and which consist of 
wearing apparel and personal effects 
necessary for the present comfort of 
such passengers, are exempt from duty. 

The secretary has also issued regula- 
tions concerning the navigation of the 
Yukon and Porcupine rivers and their 
tributaries. They provide that the 
transfer of cargo and passengers from a 
river or sea-going vessel from a port iu 
the United States, except another port 
in Alaska, or from any foreign port, 
to a vessel destined by way oi 
the mouth of the Yukon or Porcupine 
rivers or their tributaries, shall 
be permitted only at the port of St. Mi- 
chael's under the supervision of cus- 
tom ^ officers. When deemed nocoflsary, 
these officers are required to board any 
vessel bound to the United States within 
four leagues of the coast, for the pur- 
pose of demanding its manifest and en- 
forcing the laws and regulations of the 
United States. 

Vessels entitled by law to engage in 
the coasting trade of the United Statee 
may proceed from one point in AlaBka to 
another under regulations respecting the 
entry and clearance of vessels within the 
same customs district. 

An important feature of these regu- 
lations is the requirement that any 
American vessel entering St. Michael's 
with passengers or cargo for Alaskan 
ports which does not deBire to proceed, 
mu3t transfer her cargo to another 
American vessel. If destined to a port 
in British Columbia the transfer may be 
made to eittier an American or a British 
veBBel. 

Foreign vessels from a foreign port en- 
tering St. Michael'B with cargo destined 
for Alaskan pointB on the Yukon and 
Porcupine rivers may either proceed or 
transfer their cargo to an American ves- 
sel only. When cargo and passengers 
are destined to points in British Colum- 
bia the transfer may be made to either 
an American or British vessel. 

The same general requirements are 
provided for vessels descending the Yu- 
kon or Pcrcupine rivers from ports in 
British Columbia, entrance to be made 
at Circle City. 

British vessels plying on the Yukon or 
Porcupine rivers or their tributaries, 
between St. Michael's and ports in Bri- 
tish Columbia, may touch at places in 
Alaska on the Yukon or Porcupine 
rivers or their tributaries for the pur- 
pose of receiving fuel or supplies, or in 
distress, under the supervision of an offi- 
cer of the customs. 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding has 
been officially advised that tie new 
Canadian regulations allow small Amer- 
ican river steamers to be car- 
ried in sections through Canadian 
territory free of duty by either 
the Dyea or Stikine route to 
the head waters of the Yukon, and from 
these ports they may carry cargo and 
passengers to Circle City and other 
places in Alaska. Such steamers, of 
course, cannot engage in the coasting 
trade. 

STIIiltINU UP THE GOVERNMENT. 

Vancouver Liberals Prominent in Forward- 
ing Protests to Ottawa— The 
" Islander " Away. 

Vancouver, Feb. 2. — (Special) — A 
mass meeting was held this evening to 
consider several questions in connection 
with the Klondike rush. Prominent 
Liberals were conBpicuo'JB. J. McQueen 
and R. Alexander were the principal 
speakers. The government was severely 
criticized for its apathy. 

The meeting, by resolution, expressed 
disapproval of United States troops be- 
ing allowed to pass through Canada's 
North ; to allowing United States relief 
provisions to go through free; to Cana- 
dians being charged for guidance by 
United States agents over disputed ter- 
ritory from Skagway ; and to Amorican 
lumber coming in free.

Negotiations thus far are absolutely con- 
fidential. Many telegrams from China 
contain 'statements not only going far 
beyond the government's information, 
but, in Bomo instances, quite at variance 
with known facts." 

The afternoon papers comment in 
severe terms upon the alleged with- 
drawal of Great Britain's demands for 
the opening of the port of Talienwan. 
Some of them refuse to credit the report, 
and the Globe says : "No wouder oppon- 
ents of tho ministry regard it ae a 
national humiliation, when its support- 
ers are unable to find a reasonable 
excuse for it.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

An Uneven Market With Heavy Selling lor 
Profits on Recent Speculation, 

New York, Feb. 2.— .Stocks were under 
liquidation pressure to-day but the strength 
of some stocks and manipulated advances 
of others made the market exceedingly un- 
even. There were numerous halls in tho 
liquidation and partly successful attempts 
to achieve rallies, so that the day was one 
of constant changes, some stocks moving 
upward strongly while the general list was 
downward. There was every evidence of 
continued heavy selling to take profits off' 
some of the most prominent favorites in 
the recent speculation, notably Northern 
Pacific, I'nion Pacific and the Vanderbilts. 
Quite a large element of the professional 
traders sold the market with a good deal 
of vigorous confidence, nevertheless offer- 
ings were very well absorbed and the most 
of the net losses arc confined to fractions, 
Theearly hours of the day showed positive 
strength in the market under a combina- 
tion of influences. Amongst these was 
considerable buying for London especially 
ef Ontario and Western. There was a large 
volume of buying orders for commission 
houses also during the day. The securi- 
ties of the Union Pacific in the unlisted 
department of the exchange advanced with 
BOiuething of a rush over the opening prices 
and imparted strength to the whole mar- 
ket. The day's exchanges at the local 
clearing houses went to tin' enormous total 
of $204,221,927, reflecting some very heavy 
linancial operations.

BOSTON'S LOSS A MILLION. 

Atlantic Const States Still Storm Bound 
With Intense Cold Prevailing— 
Europe Also Suffering. 

Boston, Feb. 2.— The financial loss 
caused by the great storm which swept 
down upon the greater part of New Eng- 
land Monday night and yesterday will 
amount in this city alone, it is esti- 
mated, to $1,000,000. Up to 11 o'clock 
to-day this city had not established con- 
nection by telegraph with tho rest of 
the country. A single telephone line 
to Worcester is the only means of com- 
munication with the outside. 

Providence, R. I., Feb. 2. —The greater 
part of the state is still stormbound, 
with practically no wire communication 
with any outside place. YeBterday the 
city was cut off fr->m the rest of civiliza- 
tion, trains on ail roads being stalled 
and the streetB of the city and suburbs 
filled with auow and broken poles and 
wires. 

New York, Feb, 2.— This is the cold- 
est clay of the season. The temperature, 
which fell gradually yesterday afternoon 
and last night, registered five degrees 
above zero at 8 a.m. to-day, a drop of 32 
degrees since 2 p.m. yesterday. At 1 
o'clock it had risen two points. Ther- 
mometers in the street, however, showed 
a considerably lower record, many regis- 
tering only two degrees above zero. 

East and North rivers are full of ice 
and ferry boats are much delayed on this 
account. SuTfaco nnd electric railroads 
are considerably behind time, and local 
traffic considerably congested. The Third 
avenue cable is broken down. Subur- 
ban traffic is also delayed. 

Trains from the north, northwest and 
west are all overdue. Tho New York 
Central reported trains from Boston two 
hours late. Ships and docks aro covered 
with ice and there is every evidence of 
an extreme winter on hand. At the hos- 
pitals there are many caBes of frozen 
feet; fingers and limbs. Surgeons are 
kept busy fixing bones broken by falls 
on the slippery street*. 

London-, Feb. 2.— Storms aro prevail- 
ing throughout Great Britain nnd rail- 
road trains, owing to the difficulty ol 
proceeding against the wind, are greatly 
impeded. Severe gales have swept the 
coaBt and worse weather is prtdicted for 
to-night, with Eevere cold. 

Lloyds' report at 9 a.m. says: li Terri- 
fic p<i uaila are reported at Prawle Point 
and the Lizard." 

AtmoBpheric disturbances are reported 
on the continent, from Berlin, Buda 
Pesth, resulting in general interruption 
of traffic and considerable damage of 
property, especially at Tephtz. 

The gale which prevailed at Vienna 
since Sunday, reaching a hurricane force 
on Sunday night, is now subsiding. The 
gale blew down the lantern at Little 
Croaby lighthouse and set Are to the 
building, which was destroyed. The 
three occupants are supposed to have 
perished. 

A hurricane, accompanied by a drench- 
ing ram, is Bweeping over the city and 
district since yesterday evening. A 
number of ynchta wero sunk at Godrock 
bay, mu'.ih damage to shipping off the 
coasts and considerable destruction was 
caused inland.

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ALASKA WEATHER. 



effect of the Jnpnii Current— Midsummer 
Days That Have No Night. 

The climate of nil that portion of tho 
Alaskan const that is bathed by the 
Japan current, extending from tho 
southern boundary of tho territory 
northward and westward to the island 
of Atoo, a distance of nearly 2, COO 
miles, is remarkably bland and free 
from extremes of heat and cold through- 
out tho year. It is rainy, how- 
ever, but tho rain i.s of good quality, 
jentlo in its fall, filling the fountains 
it' the streams, and keeping tho whole 
land fresh and fruitful, wliilo anything 
more delightful than tho shining weath- 
er after the rain — the great, round sun 
days of Juno, July and August — onn 
hardly be found elsewhere. An Alaska 
midsummer day is a day without night. 
In the extreme northern portion of the 
territory tho sun does not set for weeks, 
and even as far south as Sitka and Fort 
Wrangel it sinks only n few degrees be- 
low the horizon, so that the rosy eolois 
of the evening blend with those of the 
morning, leaving no gap of darkness 
between. Nevertheless, tho full day 
opens slowly. At midnight, from the 
middle point between the gloaming and 
(be dawn, a low arc of light is torn 
stealing along tlio horizon, with gradual 
increase of height e.nd span and inten- 
sity of tono, accompanied usually by red 
clouds, which make a striking adver- 
tisement of tho sun's progress long be- 
fore ho appears above the mountain tops. 

For several hours after sunrise every- 
thing in the landscape seems dull and 
uncommunicative. The clouds fade, tho 
islands and the mountains, with ruffs of 
ruist about them, cast ill defined shad- 
ows, and the whole firmament changes 
to pale pearl gray with just a trace of 
purple in it. But toward noon there is 
a glorious awakening. The cool haziness 
of tho air vanishes, and the richer sun- 
beams, pouring from on high, make all 
the bays and channels shine. Brightly 
uow play the round topped ripples 
/•.bout the edges of the islands and over 
many a plumo shaped streak between 
them, where the water is stirred by 
some passing breeze. 

On tho mountains of tho mainland 
and in tho high walled fiords that fringe 
(be coast still finer is the work of tho 
sunshine. Tho broad white bosoms of 
the glaciers glow liko silver, and their 
crystal fronts and tho multitude of ice- 
bergs that linger about them, drifting, 
swirling, turning t heir myriad angles 
to the sun, are kindled into a perfect 
blaze of irised light. Tho warm air 
throbs and wavers and makes itself felt 
as n lifo giving, energizing ocean em- 
bracing all the earth. Filled with ozone, 
our pulses bound, and wo are warmed 
and quickened into sympathy with 
everything, taken back into tho heart 
of nature, whence we came. We feel the 
life and motion about us and tho uni- 
versal beauty", tho tides marching back 
and forth with weariless industry, lav- 
ing the beautiful shores and swaying 
the purple dulse of the broad meadows 
of tho sea where tho fishes aro fed; tho 
wild streams in rows white with water- 
falls, ever in bloom and ever in song, 
spreading their brandies over a thou- 
sand mountains; tho vast forests feed- 
ing on the drenching sunbeams, overy 
cell in a whirl of enjoyment; misty 
flocks of insects stirring all tho air; the 
wild sheep uud goats on tho grassy 
ridges abovn the woods, bears in tho 
berry tangles, mink and beaver and ot- 
ter far back on many a river and lake; 
Indians and adventurers pursuing their 
lonely ways, birds tending their young 
— everywhere, everywhere beauty and 
life and glad, rejoicing action. 

Through tho afternoon all tho way 
down to tho west the air seems to thick- 
en and become soft, without losing its 
fineness. Tho breeze dies away, and 
everything settles into a deep, conscious 
repose. Then comes the sunset with its 
rnrple and gold — not a narrow arch of 
color, but oftentimes filling more than 
half the sky. The horizontal clouds 
that usually bar the horizon aro fired 
(iii tbi' edges, and the spaces of clear sky 
Ik tween them are tilled in with grcen- 
isb yellow and amber, while the Hocks 
of thin, overlapping cloudh ts are 
mostly touched with crimson, like the 
outleaning sprays of a maple grove in 
tin- beginning of Indian summer, and a 
liltii' later a smooth, mellow purplo 
Hushes the sky to the zenith and fills 
(lie air, fa.ii ly steeping and transfigur- 
ing the islands and mountains and 
changing all the water to wine. — lohn 
Hair in Century.

THE MODERN MANGLE. 

Ironing Machines With a Dalily Capacity 
oi Many ThotmandH of Piece*. 

Mangles in ono form and another have 
been used for hundreds of years, but tho 
steam manglo of tho present day is es- 
sentially a modorn machine Steam man- 
gles aro made of various sizes, with rolls 
ranging in longth from 48 inches to 120 
inches. Ono of tho rolls is of hollow 
steel and heated with steam. Tho auxil- 
iary rolls aro of iron, covered with cot- 
ton cloth and blankets or folting. Steam 
mangles aro mado also with two hot 
rolls. Iii ironing such things as sheets 
and tablecloths by hand, it is customary 
to iron ouo sido only. Steam mangles 
with a singlo hot roll iron in that man- 
ner. With two hot rolls tho steam man- 
gle irons with a smooth finish on both 

Mangles are used only for flat articles; 
for things without buttons or bucklos ; 
for sheets and pillow cases, tablecloths 
and napkins, towels and handkerchiefs, 
and so ou. Mangles of tho largest size 
will iron of a hotel's washing, taken 
just as it comes, 1-1,000 piecen in a day; 
of small pieces, such as napkins, they 
will iron four times as many pieces iu a 
day. 

From tho washing machine the things- 
go to ail extriti tor to be dried. Tho ex- 
tractor revolves at a highspeed, aud tho 
moisture is whirled out by centrifugal 
action. From the extractor, just damp 
enough to work well, tho things go to 
tho mangle. Such things as shoots are 
fed into tho groat ironing machino by 
two men, each holding a corner. There 
is a fixed table, as long as the rolls, at- 
tached to tho machine on tho other sido. 
Two men receive tho sheet there and 
fold it. In ironing small pieces liko 
napkins and towels on such a machine 
thoy would bo fed in by a row of girls 
standing on one sido and bo received by 
another row of girls on tho other side. 
On tho largest machines there would 
bo six or eight girls on each sido. Amer- 
ican steam mangles aro used not only in 
this country, but they aro sold in all tho 
countries of Europe as well. 

A great many mangles aro mado with 
wood rolls of polished maple. Such 
mangles aro somotimos operated by 
po,>ver, but commonly by hand. They 
aro used in hotels and laundries and res- 
taurants and for household work. Man- 
gles with Wood rolls aro exported to the 
various countries of Spanish America 
and to South Africa and Australia. — 
Now York Sun.

COL. DOMVILLE OBJECTS. 

Col. Domville, M.P., is making con- 
siderable of a etir against the Stikine- 
Teslin route. Nothing will do the 
Colonel except that there Bhall be a 
railway into the Yukon by way of the 
pass in which the company represented 
by him has, or thinks it has, some rights 
This may suit the Colonel very well, but 
it will hardly suit the people of Canada 
One of the reasons why he thinks the 
Stikine route ought not to be utilized is 
the date of the opening of the river to 
navigation. He puts this at May 20th. 
We do not know by what authority the 
gallant, if erratic, member for KingB fixes 
the time of the opening of that river at 
that date, but can inform him that he 
has no warrant in point of fact for so do- 
ing. If he, or any one else desirous of 
obtaining information upon this point, 
will turn to the Geological Survey, Part 
1 , 1SS7-S8, page GO B, he will find the 
following: 

" According to Mr. J. C. Callbreath, of 
Telegraph Creek, the Stikine generally 
opens for navigation between April 20th 
and May 1st. Joe or sludge usually be- 
gins to run in the river about the 1st of 
November, but has been noted in some 
years a fortnight earlier. The river gen- 
erally freezes over before the end of 
November. Mr. Callbreath states that 
the first sludge ice coming down the 
smaller tributary mountain streams 
ceases to appear in the Stikine after 
these are frozen over. As in tho case of 
other rivers rising in the interior, the 
highest water occurs in the early sum- 
mer, generally in June. HorseB and 
mules find grazing on the Tahl-tan from 
April 20th or May 1st to about December 
1st, when they require some hay." 

Col. Domville was just a month out 
in fixing the date lor the navigation of 
the Stikine. He lives on a tributary of 
the St. John, and he knows that this 
river does not open for navigation any 
earlier than the Stikino, and he will 
Burely not pretend to sav that this fact 
renders the St. John objectionable as a 
highway of communication with tho in- 
terior. Tho Stikine opens as early as 
the .it. Lawrence. 

Col. Domville also attacks the Stikine 
as a navigable stream on the ground 
that if steamers draw more than twenty- 
six inches of water they cannot ascend 
it with safety. Here again he is wrong, 
for the Alaskan, which has plied on the 
river for some years, draws more than 
that amount of water. But what is tho 
objection to steamers drawing twenty- 
six inches? Referring theColonel again 
t a the St. John he can ascertain that a 
whole fleet of vessels plied upon tho 
waters of the river above Fredoricton, 
and they were flat-bottomed boats, too, 
drawing in somo cases even less than 
twenty-six inches of water. Yet they 
managed to do the business of nearly 
100,000 pooplo and carry tho supplies 
for great lumber operations before rail- 
ways were built. 

But the member for Kings is not con- 
tent simply to assail the Stikino route. 
He recommends ono via Edmonton. He 
wantB tho government to build aline to 
Athabasca Landing, so that people can 
go down the Mackenzie river, and thence 
make a portage of 150 miles to tho head 
waters of the Porcupine, down which 
river they will go until they reach 
the Yukon, about four hundred miles 
boiow Dawson City, and when they got 
there they will have to go up tho river 
as best thoy can. Can he bo serious in 
this? Will ho pretend to boliovo that 
any man can make such a journey and 
i.arry anything with him, or even be cer- 
tain of doing it if he travels light, in a 



single season? He may possibly be- 
lieve this. The capabilities of some 
people to believe things ia immeasurable, 
but Colonel Domville will find very few 
men who have studied the situation to 
agree with him. 

Moreover. Colonel Domville forgotB 
that Dawson City is not the objective 
point even of the majority of miners, 
and that there are scores of thousands 
of square milea of country that can 
be best prospected and better worked by 
avoiding Dawson City altogether. It is 
really difficult to treat his argument 
seriously, and it would be wholly 
unworthy of attention, if he were not a 
member of parliament, who will prob- 
ably seek to give force to his opposition 
by .claiming that he has been out to the 
CoaBt and therefore knowB something 
about the matter. He did come out to 
the CoaBt. He did go up to tho head of 
Lynn Canal, He may have gone a few 
miles into the interior. But he never 
went a foot up the Stikine. He knows 
no more about that river than any ono 
else. Being interested in pushing trade 
over the White Pass and in building up 
a city on land occupied by the United 
States government, he is fighting a 
Canadian enterprise. Ho knowB that 
thousands of dollarB, and hundreds of 
thousands, are being invested in steam- 
ers for navigating the Stikine, and yet 
he uses what influence he possesses aB a 
member of parliament to prejudice tho 
chances of tho enterprising investors in 
order that his own particular scheme may 
get a boost. Thie is very discreditable. 
He talks about what he would do 
if he were not a Canadian. If he 
wore the greatest enemy of Canada, he 
could not do more than ho has done to 
strike a blow at Canadian trade. Col. 
Domville will find himBelf liberally 
quoted and cordially endorsed by every 
paper on the Coast that is trying to in- 
jure the British Columbia citieB. Thie 
may bo some satisfaction to him. It 
seems to be about all ho is likely to get. 

THE SESSION OF PARLIAMENT. 

If we may judge from what tho news- 
papers supposed to be in the confidence 
of tho Dominion government say, the 
ensuing session of parliament is not 
likely to be an eventful one. But ex- 
perience has demonstrated that not 
much reliance is to be placed upon such 
evidence, for frequently in politics the 
unexpected happens, and a session 
which promised to be a very quiet one 
turns out to be exceptionally lively. The 
Yukon railway, the Drummond County 
railway, the franchise act and the plebis- 
cite, are matters that may evoke a very 
great deal of warm discussion. The 
very remarkable manner in which Mr. 
Fielding's preferential tariff has worked 
will call for a noteworthy debate, 
and Sir Wilfrid and his finance minister 
will have several bad quarters of an hour 
over it. There is a very general demand 
for a bankruptcy law. There will doubt- 
less be the usual pressure for railway 
sul>3idies from the several provinces. 
The administration of the Vukon will he 
a bone of contention, for there ib plenty 
of evidenco that Mr. Haultain intends 
to insist upon the right of the Regina 
legislature to exercise jurisdiction over 
every inch of territory west of the Mani- 
toba line not included in British Col- 
umbia. 

Report has it that things are not alto- 
gether pleasant within the government 
rankB. Nothing has yet appeared on 
tho surface very conspicuously, but if 
half tho rumors that are in the air are 
well-founded, thero is so much disquiet 
in the Liberal ranks that tho ministers 
look forward to the session with a good 
deal of uneasiness. Not that they an- 
ticipate defeat, for the rebellious breth- 
ren are hardly prepared to cast in their 
political fortunes with the Conservatives ; 
but an Adullamite movement is far from 
being outside the range of possibilities, 
and no one knows this better than tho 
ministers themselves. 

British Columbia and western inter- 
ests generally are likely to occupy a very 
prominent place in the attention of tho 
house. We hopo the Liberal contingent 
from this province will make a better 
record for themselves this year than they 
did last, so far as advancing the welfare 
of British Columbia is concerned; but 
we fear this is not likely to be realized. 

Tin; following sentence is taken from 
the Kootenaian • " It (tho Colonist) is 
permitted to announce that tho unequal 
tax levied upon tho working miner 
other than coal will bo remitted during 
the coming session of tho legislative as- 
sembly." Tho Colonist does not wiBh 
to ho understood aB having made any 
authoritative statement upon this point. 
It only submitted the suggestion for the 
consideration of members of the legisla- 
ture. We make this explanation be- 
cause the Colonist does not desiro to be 
hampered in its discussion of public 
questions by a fear that what it sayBwill 
ba considered as emanating from tho 
government, We repeat what we have 
said twice already during tho past year, 
that when the Colonist is authorized 
by tho government to make any state- 
ment the language used will bo Buch as 
to make the authoritativo character of 
tho announcement known. All 
other statements must bo regard- 
ed as wholly unofficial. While it 
enjoys the confidenco of tho 
government and tho several ministers, 
tho Colonist does not consult with it or 
them as to its treatment of public quos- 



nature of an official statement should be 
made. Then it asks authority to Bpeak 
in the name of the government and doeB 
bo, employing for that purpote 
worda which show that what it says has 
direct ministerial sanction. If contem- 
poraries will bear this in mind thoy will 
make fewer mistakes and will not con 
found the views of this paper with the 
settled policy of the administration. 

The BuggeBtion ia made that the Son- 
ate may block the Stikine-Teslin railway 
scheme. It is of great importance that 
a line of railway shall he built to the 
Yukon waters at the earliest possible 
day, and it will be regrettable if any 
thing ia done to prevent such a thing 
being accomplished. Tho Bubeidy may 
or may not be liberal. Tho contractors 
may be able to Belect land that will 
richly repay them for the risk they are 
taking, and that thoy are taking Borne 
risk must bo admitted. Wo believe the 
Yukon will be a permanent gold-pro- 
ducing country, but it ia always on the 
cards that great disappointment may 
follow the brightest anticipations in 
matters of this kind. The contractors 
take the risk and are entitled to Bpecial 
consideration on that account. The 
emergency is another element to be 
taken into account. Somo ono has to 
aottle what is a fair compensation for 
such an undertaking, and we are not 
prepared to say that the Dominion gov 
ernment has done more than what it 
ought to. Of course there arc those who 
are ready to suspect the presence of i 
nigger in every woodpile, and the insin 
nation is made that Sir Charles Tupper 
is in the deal. Wo protest against that 
conception of the honor of our public 
men which finds in every transaction in 
volving large Bums jn ima facie evidence 
of corruption. 

The Dominion government proposes 
to aBk parliament for an appropriation 
for the improvement of the Stikino ru* 
er. Undoubtedly money can ho spent 
in this way with a good deal of advan 
tage. We suggest that one of tho first 
steps ought to be to provide for a corps 
of signal men at tho turns in the river 
Bothat notice may be given to beats go- 
ing up of boatB that are going down, and 
vice versa. Under ordinary circum 
stances thia would not bo necessary, but 
this year there will be so many Btcamers 
on the river that some precaution of 
thiB kind will be necessary to guard 
against accidents at the sharper turns 
The companies preparing to navigate the 
river have had this matter under their 
attention already. 

We are at a loss to understand why 
the United States cannot wait until the 
navigation of the Yukon opens beiore 
sending a military expedition into 
Alaeka. We are not at all disturbed 
at the thought that a foreign force is to 
be allowed to traverse six hundred miles 
of Canadian territory, but have Been no 
reason assigned as yet why permission 
Bhould be granted it to do so. True 
Captain Ray's report showB there is 
likely to be disorder andj;distress in 
Alaska, but the expedition was ordered 
before that was received. 



The Columbian says that the reasons 
why it thinks the Attorney-Genera 
came to a wrong conclusion in regard to 
the prosecution of tho Captain of the 
Princess Louise, for causing the death of 
Thompson, were reviewed in tho article to 
which we took exception. Reasons were 
referred to cetrainly.but if by a review we 
are to understand such a statement as 
will enable one to form an opinion, then 
wo must say that our contemporary's 
remarks cannot be dignified with that 
name. ■

The first telegraphic reportB that came 
from Ottawa relative to the arrange- 
ments made by the Dominion govern- 
ment for tho prompt and speedy con- 
struction of the Stikiae-Teslin railway 
on the new all-Canadian route to the 
Klondike convoyed tho impreta on that 
the railway would be more of the charac- 
ter of a government enterprise, or under 
government control, than later des- 
patches have Bhown to be the case. It 
would appear, in fact, from the latest in- 
formation on the question, that the con- 
tractors, Mackenzie & Mann, who are 
generally understood to represent the 
O.P.R. i" the bargain, have secured very 
liberal terms from their point of view. 
In addition to the 25,000 acreBof mineral 
landa given by the Dominion, the pro- 
vincial government, it appenra, haB vol- 
unteered to " chip in " $2,250 a mile aB a 
cash Bubsidy. Until the full details of 
tho arrangements have been published, 
it would bo premature to enter into a 
detailed criticism of the scheme. It 
may be expected that both tho Dominion 
parliament and the Provincial legisla- 
ture will thoroughly overhaul the de- 
tails and pnss upon the action of the re- 
spective governments in the matter, —

FIGHT FOR COAL RIGHTS. 

E. & N. Railway Apply to Inspect the Work- 
ings of the New Vancouver Coal Co. 

In pursuance of the proceedings in- 
itiated between the E. & N. Railway Co. 
and the New Vancouver Coal Co., Hon. 
U. E. Pooley yesterday moved in 
chambers before "Mr. JuBtice Walkem 
that the plaintiffs, the E. & N. railway 
be allowed to inspect and survey the 
workings of defendants coal mine oppo- 
site the Newcastle townsite at Nanaimo. 
Mr. E. V. Bodwell appeared with Mr. 
Pooley, and Mr. H. Dallas Helmckeu, 
Q.C., Mr. Gordon Hunter and Mr. E. M. 
Varwood appeared in opposition to the 
motion. 

The plaintifTa claim that by the crown 
grant to them from the Dominion 
dated April 21, 18S7, they were granted 
the foreshore rights and the right to the 
coal under the sea opposite their lands. 
An affidavit of Mr. James Dunsmuir was 
put in supporting the claim to the coal 
under dispute, and an affidavit of Mr. 
Archibald Dick, inspector of coal mineB, 
was read showing the workings of the 
defendants. 

For the defendants Mr. Helmcken 
objected that the material put in by 
plaintiffs was insufficient, that there 
were no affidavits proving the planB and 
that until the pleadings were in the 
order for inspection Bhould not be 
granted. 

Mr. Justice Walkem withheld the 
order for inspection until the affidavits 
of the plans put in were filed witli leave 
to defendants to cross-examine on the 
affidavits. In the meantime no work is 
to bo done on the disputed ground. 

The affidavits were filed yesterday 
afternoon and cross-examination will 
likely take place to-day.

Closo upon one hundred people from 
the vicinity of Los Angeles will arrive in 
Victoria during the next fortnight for 
the purpose of outfitting. No fewer than 
ten largo parties from Southern Cali- 
fornia have outfitted here lately and 
have departed for the Yukon district. 
The majority of these partiea have been 
interviewed by the Colonist and their 
views on the matter of outtitting have 
been made known to their friends in the 
South by papers sent to them. The re- 
sult has been highly satisfactory, for 
nearly a hundred people have written 
back asking for accommodation at the 
various hotels. Moat of these will pro- 
bably arrivo during the present week 
end local outfitters will have a busy 
time filling their orders. 

The advertising matter sent out by 
Victoria merchants has up to thepresent 
time apparently been productive of more 
good in California than anywhere else, 
as many prospective miners for the 
North havo expressed the intention of 
coming here to outfit.

The following extract from a letter re- 
ceived by Mr. J. B. Perry, who ia trav- 
eling passenger agent for the Chicago & 
Alton railroad, was handed to W. G. 
Cameron, the JohnBon street outfitter, 
yesterday : 

"Can you give me any news of Klon- 
dike. I am somewhat interested and 
am going to send many from here (In- 
diana) that may come to Victoria to out- 
fit. They will Boon Btart, and by the ten 
thousands, too. What iB the quickest 
and best way to the spot? If you have 
any special information, let me have it 
at once." 

Perhaps the most perfectly equipped 
party that ever started out from Victoria 
is now registered at the Wilson House. 
It is composed of T. M. Quails, W. E. A. 
Wilborne, 0. T. Danilson, J. Albert, L. 
Rudolph, O. F. FinBenbord and F. Von- 
derloke, all from Los Angeles, Gal. The 
members of the party are all practical 
men, and most of them have spent many 
years in mining in the Golden State. 
Two carpenters and three expert miners 
are in the party. They have, so they 
claim, appliances for making the frozen 
ground of the north yield up its riches 
which have never been tosted up in the 
far north, and they say they will revo- 
lutionize mining in the north. In the 
matter of outtitting Mr. Quails, the head 
of the party, said to a Colonist reporter 
laBt evening : 

"Although we are all Americans, we 
havo passed Seattle by to outfit here. 
We were in that town and carefully 
looked into prices, but aro convinced 
that we save over $100 in cash on our 
outfite purchased here. In fact, bo 
thoroughly are wo convinced here that 
we can do better in Victoria than in any 
coast city, that we are writing all our 
friends in the South to come here to out- 
fit. Wo intended to go in by way of 
Edmonton when we came here, but'will 
probably now go to the Northern gold 
fields by the Stikine river or Dyea, In 
the matter of clothing none of the Coast 
cities can touch Victoria. For instance, 
in the price of a Mackinaw suit, beBt 
quality, wo can save $4 to $5 by pur- 
chasing here. In groceries, according to 
tho prices furnished by Mr. Thomas 
Earle to- lay, we can save your 30 per 
cent, duty and have a little margin. I 
have no hesitation in saying that Vic- 
toria ia tho best outfitting point we havo 
so far come across. As wu are taking in 
two years' provisions, which means a 
considerable investment, you can see 
that we considered the outfitting matter 
carefully before coming hero."

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Fortunes Reversed in the Contest 
Between Sergeant-Major Elliott 
and Ivan de Malchin. 



A Large Crowd of Spectators Watch 
a Display of Skilful 
SwordmanBhip. 



Before an entlinaiastic crowd that wel 
filled the market hall last night, Ivan de 
Malchin, the Russian swordsman, 
avenged his recent defeat by Sergt.- 
Major Elliott. The event was perhapB 
the most interesting o£ the kind ever 
held in this city. Both men had any 
number of admirers and it was with the 
greatest difficulty that Referee Wolley 
preserved any kind of order after deci- 
sions were announced. 

Sergt. -Major Elliott possibly had more 
supporters than the Russian, but the 
fact that the latter looked al- 
most like a school boy beside 
his burly opponent, secured sympathy 
for bim. The recent stirring passages 
between the swordsmen added much to 
the interest of this meeting. Cheers and 
counter cheers, hisses and groana fre- 
quently resounded through the building 
as the contest progressed. The presence 
of a large number of bluejackets, who in 
a most marked manner exhibited tneir 
desire to see the muscular Englishman 
win, kept things lively during the even- 
ing. A notable feature of the occasion 
was the presence of many ladieB, who 
evinced nearly as much interest in the 
contest as the male portion of the 
audience. 

Almost from the start de Malchin had 
the advantage over Elliott both as re- 
gards his thoroughly trained horse and 
his lightning thrusts and slashes. How- 
ever, when the big Englishman did 
manage to strike him, it was with great 
difficulty that the Russian held his seat. 
On one occasion he was almost whirled 
out of the saddle by a magnificent slash 
from the Sergt.-Major, but righted him- 
self in a manner that brought hearty 
applause from the spectators. 

Until the final decision was announced 
giving the contest to de Malchin by a 
score of 15 points to 11, the interest ex- 
hibited by the spectators was unabated. 

It was almost 9 o'clock before the 
swordsman appeared in the narrow 
arena. Ab a kind of curtain raiser the 
contest was preceded by a tug of war, 
between teams chosen from the Artillery 
and the Navy in which the latter easily 
got away with their opponents much to 
the boisterous joy of the assembled blue- 
jackets. AVhen the swordsmen appear- 
ed, the magnificent physique of the 
Englishman decided many in his favor. 
After the first two attacks, however, 
which were decided in de Malchin'e 
favor the trend of opinion changed. 
With lightning like rapidity the latter 
thrust and slashed, in a way that appear- 
ed to dazzle his slower opponent. In 
fact so quick were the movements of the 
Russian that the judges with some diffi- 
culty gave their decisions. Had it been 
a continuous fight " to the death," pos- 
sibly the Sergt.-Major would have been 
the survivor, for he struck mighty blows 
which left indentations on the breast- 
plate of the Russian and on two occa- 
sions almost beat him off his horse. 

The most exciting attack was the 
eighteenth, both men and horses appar- 
ently exerting every efl'ort to win. De 
Mulchin, whose horse preserved its 
steid nesa throughout, awaited coolly 
the omiog of his oppone it, and the lat- 
ter galloping rapidly towards him 
dashed the Russian against the 
fence. Before however, ho could use 
his sword arm the bright blade 
cf bis opponent swished across his breast 
plate, and amidst the applause of the 
spectators the decision was given to de 
Malchin. 

In the twentieth round Sergt.-Major 
Elliott time and again rushed hisoppon- 
eut to the fence and twice he scored in 
his new line of attuck. When the score 
stood 10 to 12 the excitement became in- 
tense. At this point the Englishman's 
horse apparently lost its head for its 
rider could do little with it, It quieted 
down before the final attack and did 
some excellent work. 

The decision winch upholds the Rus- 
sian in his claim as the champion of 
America, at least, was not received with 
any great measure of applanse. British 
fair play, however, ruled throughout the 
contest, and the winner was given his 
victory on bis merits alone. Captain 
Wo! lay, as usual, proved an excellent 
referee, while Captain Thompson and 
Mr. Jorgenson were impartial judges. 
FWore tne contest commenced Captain 
Wolley requested that the spectators 
would make no audible comments while 
the contest was in progress, but so much 
feeling was worked up that his request 
was overlooked, and severai times he 
threatened to leave the arena. 

As an exhibition of swordsmanship, 
the event of last night was from every 
point of view a success, and should the 
rivals meet here again they will no doubt 
attract an equally largo crowd. Some 
ldpa of the men as they appeared in the 
arena may be had from the following 
dts Tiption :

AN IMPORTANT EXPEDITION. 

The First Party Sent By the Klondike 
Mining, Trading & Transport Cor- 
poration Sails. 

What may be regarded as one of the 
most important expeditions to the Yukon 
sailed North on the Boacowitz last night. 
It consisted of a party of forty men and 
forty horses, with twenty double horse 
^Bleds, and a largo quantity of hay, grain 
and provisions. The party will go as far 
as Wrangel, from which point it will be 
transferred to Stikine island, and there 
will take the ice for Telegraph Creek. 
The intention is to break a sled road 
and erect stations, and place supplies 
along the way. 

When Telegraph Creek has been 
reached the expedition will start across 
the portage to LakeTeslin, putting up 
stations and leaving provisions on the 
way. The stations will consist of great 
circular canvas tents, and will bo put up 
at distances of fifteen miles. The ob- 
ject of these shelters and supplies is to 
fiavo tiio route ready a few weekB later 
in the season for the transportation of 
people and eupplies. 

C. J. McLennan will have charge of 
the party and his instructions are to 
pre&H forward as rapidly as possible for 
the lake. Captain Hawthorn accom- 
panies him and has charge of the eup- 
plies. The men have been specially 
selected for the work. A very fine lot of 
horses have been sent up, the greater 
number of them having been purchased 
for the company by Stephen Tingley, in 
the Okanagan valley. 

The company has erected a log stable 
on Stik re ial ind, in the mouth of the 
river, where i ; has secured the use of a 
very valuable tract of land for the estab- 
lishment of a depot. It also his secured 
wharf privileges on Wrangel island, ad- 
joining the town, and upon a tract that 
will shortly be put upon the market as 
an addition to the town. Between its 
Wrangel wharf and its ieland depot, the 
steamer Louise will ply in the interest 
of the company. The Louise will sail 
North to-day, if her Becond engineer ar- 
rives from Seattle in time. She will be 
commanded by Capt. .Jorgeuson, lately 
captain of the Flyer, the famous steamer 
plying between Seattle and Tacoma. 

The enterprise of thiB company in 
opening the Stikino route without wait- 
ing for the action of either government 
will bo warmly commended and every- 
one will hopo its venture may be crowned 
with success. Reports from the river 
are very favorable and if thero has been 
cold weather there as lately as seems 
probable, the ice will be in firBt-class 
condition and the expedition will 
achieve its object readily. As dog teams 
have been taken along, so that reports 
can bo sent back as to the progress made, 
the company will keep the public in- 
formed as to the actual condition of 
thingB. If, aB is altogether probable, the 
reports are favorable, there will be an 
enormouB rush to the Stikine.

CHORAL ONION CONCERT. 

A Well Pleased Audience at Institute Hall 
Last Night. 

Though of coureo no impartial critic 
could say that everything was perfect at 
the Choral Union concert last night, it 
is quite allowable to bestow unstinted 
praise for such singing as was heard in 
the beautiful and difficult music of Gou- 
nod's " By Babylon's Wave." Mr. Wru. 
Greig and his magic wand have done 
much towards improving and educating 
Victorians in music, and long may he 
wave. LaBt night was the second con- 
cert of the Choral Union. The organi- 
zation arose about a year ago out of a 
meeting of the leaders of the city 
choirs in a desire to encourage 
and inspire the singers in the 
choirs. The movement finally grew 
into what is now the Choral Union, 
open to ladies and gentlemen who wish 
to join, and promises, with Mr. C. E. 
Lombard as president and Mr. Greig as 
conductor, to be quite as successful, as 
the Arion Club. While tho concert last 
evening was practically confined to 
sacred music, the Union intend soon to 
give another concert, in which tho pro- 
gramme will be devoted to secular music. 
Those who took part numbered about 
fifty, with Mr. Greig as conductor, while 
the accompaniments were played on the 
organ by Mr. J. W, Fisher and on the 
piano by Mr. E. H. Russell. The well- 
known Gloria," from Mozart's Twelfth 
Mass, was very creditably eung, thebright 
and joyous character of the music being 
well interpreted. The evening hymn 
(Sullivan's Golden Legend) was a little 
uncertain and the basses were a little too 
powerful for the rest of the eingers, but 
that fault could not bo found during tho 
rest of tho evening, the basBes being 
delightfully modulated in Beethoven's 
" Vesper Hymn," which was sung 
without accompaniment. A very pleas- 
ing duet, too, was "The Angel" (Ru- 
binstein), by Mrs, H. B. Young and 
Mrs. Wm. Greig, who were deservedly 
oncored. "La Carita" (Rossini), by 
the female voice only, sounded a little 
weak and uncertain, but it may have 
been that the apparent weakness was 
simply the contrast between it and the 
chorus Irom tho " Elijah " which pre- 
ceded it. As already said the finest 
numbor of the evening was " By Baby- 
lon's Wave" and especially the last 
verso " Woe Unto Thee Babylon." The 
audience were given the pleasure of 
hearing it a second time in response to a 
hearty encore. A word of praise must 
bo given tho accompanists for their 
very valuable assistance.

Montreal, Jan. 24, 1S98.— A case of 
more than ordinary interest to the pub- 
lic came before Judge Lafontaine here 
to-day, tho fact being as follows:— For 
some time past one H. E. Aligner lias 
been going about peddling a piil which 
ho represented as beine the nam« us Dr. 
Williams' 1'ink Bills. The Dr. Williams' 
Medicine Co., placed the matter in the 
hands of Decetivo Haynes, of tho Can- 
adian Secret|Service, who soon had col- 
lected sufficient evidence to warrant the 
arrest of Migner on a charge of obtain- 
ing money undar false pretences. Mean- 
time Migner had left Montreal, going ti 
St. John, X. B. On his arrival in that 
city he was at once placed under arrest 
and an official sent to bring him back 
here. He was brought hofore Judge La- 
fontaine this morning on two charges-, 
and pleaded guilty to both. It was poin- 
ted out that the offence was a grave ono 
and left him liable to a lengthy term of 
imprisonment. The counsel of tbe Dr. 
Williams' Medicine Co., stated that his 
clients did not wish to preps for severe 
punishment at this time; they only 
wished to establish the fact that repre- 
senting an imitation pill to be the same 
as Dr. Williams' Pink Pills was u crime I 
which loft tbe perpetrator liable to a| 
lengthy imprisonment. On one charge i 
tbe judge then imposed a Bentence of ten i 
days, with the option of a tine of ten I 
dollars, and in the other ease a sentence 
of two days in jail without the option of 
a lino. 

This decision is likely to have a far- 
reaching effect, as it seems to establish 
tho principal that substitutes and tlioso 
who sell imitations representing them 
to bo "the same as" Dr. William 'h Pink 
Pills, are liable under the criminal code, 
which is in force all over tho Dominion, 
and it will, no doubt, ton considerable 
extent, put an end to this nefarious bus- 
iness, as it is evident from tho fact that 
tho Dr. Williams' Medicine Co., went to 
tho expense of bringing thiB man back 
from so great a distanco as St. John, 
that they intend sparing no expense, to 
protect both the public and thomselves 
in such cases.

Bat the Authnr Would Elo n Vas? '.'.Ina 
to Write History. 

■ Tho -most desporaio personal act I 
witnessed daring tho -\v:ir was perform- 
ed by a 'Wisconsin cavalryman," said 
C. .7. Hilton of Madison. "It was at 
Fleetwood Hill, arid the man discounted 
the capture mado at Chidad Iiodrigo hy 
Charles O'Malley's man, Mickey Free, 
Tho Wisconsin man rodo out botwoen 
two grout cavalry forces — Union and 
Confederate — and attacked a lieutenant 
and two men belonging to Jeb Stuart's 
force, and after a hand to hand saber 
fight, lasting fully ten minutes, cap- 
tured tho three and brought thorn in. lfc 
■was tho prettiest fight of tho kiudl over 
saw, and tho Wisconsin trooper -was 
ch cored by every man on our sido who 
witnessed his act and hy somo of Stu- 
art's ridors. I dou't know who tho man 
was, hut my recollection is that ho he- 
longed to tho Second Wisconsin, " 

A man who wore tho Loyal Legion 
button said he did not think tho Second 
Wisconsin was in tho fight with Stuart 
at Brandy Station. and Fleetwood Hill. 
Ho asked for tho story, howovor: 

"1 was a member of tho Eighth Now 
York," said Mr. Hilton, "and our regi- 
ment was part of tho cavalry command 
sent under Pleasonton to look up .Teh 
Stuart just before Gettysburg. We 
found Stuart — yellow sash, black hat 
plumes, gold spurs and all that — at 
Brandy Station, and with him were all 
his riders. The light was a hot one, and 
we came very near being beautifully 
whipped, although wo claimed tho vic- 
tory on the ground that wo learned 
what we wanted to know — where Stu- 
art was and what Lee was about. Somo 
of the heaviest fighting of tho day was 
at a spot called Fleetwood Hill, and it 
was there that the Wisconsin trooper 
captnred his tbroo men. 

"We had been ut it hammer and 
tongs for two or thrco hours, whin 
thero came ono of thoso lot ups you all 
have seen — for all tho world liho two 
bulldogs looking for afresh hold. While 
both sides were waiting for tho order to 
advance u Confederate lieutenant and 
two men rode out from their tents, 
moving toward us as if searching for 
something on tho field. Everybody on 
our sido watched them and wondered 
what they were looking for. Tho two 
lilies were fully two-thirds of a mik 
apart, and tho threo had got about a 
third of tho way across toward us. 
Then over on tlio right of our lino was 
a stir and commotion, and the excite- 
ment spread along until it reached us. 

"Tho right of our line was concealed 
from us by a little grove of oak trees. 
A trooper in blue, mounted on a big hay 
that looked and carried himself liko a 
thoroughbred, was riding out to meet 
those threo men in gray. Ho sat on his 
horse liko a riding school master. When 
within 1U0 yards of Stuart's thrco men 
be halted, saluted with his faber and 
dropped his carbine and revolver. The 
three men from tho other sido had been 
watching him, and, understanding tho 
challenge, dropped their arms. 

"Then came tho fight. It was a saber 
contest, with threo against one. That 
Wisconsin man disarmed that lieuten- 
ant in two passes, hamstrung tho horso 
)f another and put bis blado through 
the shoulder of tbu third. Ho brought 
the threo into our lines. 

"What doyou think of that?" ho con- 
cluded. 

"Tho st'ory in all right," said ono of 
tho listeners, "hut I don't think you 
would do to write history." — Milwau- 
kee Sentinel.

At day- 
light yesterday Eho was not to be seen, 
however, for during the night he towed 
over to Port Angeles, where Captain 
Balch expects to ship his men. 

IN FROM 'FRISCO. 

There wa3 a " Klondike" appearance 
about the Pacific Coast steamship Walla 
Walla when she arrived in port from the 
South last night. Among the passongerB 
were upwards of a dozen Californiaue 
bent on outfitting here on mining expe- 
ditions to the far North.

C1UMPED SAILORS. 

Deserters From the " Commonwealth " Say 
That the Missing Orth Persuaded Them 
to Leave Their Ship. 

The information which Mr. J, K. Mac- 
rae gave the police the other day and 
Superintendent Hnasey's prompt action 
in getting young Haynes ashore from the 
ship Bricgs, haa been instrumental in 
breaking up what appears to have been 
a wholesale crimping business in Vic- 
toria. N. Orth, the man who carried on 
the Rock Bay hotel, haa disappeared, for 
apparently he did not care to face the 
disclosures of the past few days. Addi- 
tional facts were disclosed yesterday, 
when six Bailors of tho British steamer 
Commonwealth were brought before 
Magistrate Macrae (in tho provincial 
police court) on a charge of deserting 
their vessel. Tho men were John An- 
derson, Isaac Bounces, Patrick McKay, 
.Robert Flannigan, James Evans and 
James Armatrong. They acknowledged 
the desertion, but said that Orth had en- 
ticed them away from thoir Bliip. He had 
they said, made them drunk, and pro- 
mised to get them shipped on another 
vessel with wages at CIO a month. This 
olfer was too good for tho simple Bailor 
men to refuse, and ao they were led 
away by the false promises into desert- 
ing. They all expressed contrition and 
offered to go back to work at once if they 
■were forgiven tliia time. However, as 
there seemed no assurance that having 
once failed in their agreement, they 
might not n^ahi fall by the wayside, the 
Magistrate decided to sentence them to 
a Btay in jail for six weeks for desertion, 
or if in the meantime the Common- 
wealth is ready to sail they will be put 
ab )ard.

How the Conduct of White Specta 
tors at Yesterday's Funeral 
Appears to the Mourners. 



No Limits to the Intrusion of Spec- 
tators—A Chinaman of Influence 
and Large Enterprises. 



Victoria's Chinatown witnessed a fu- 
neral pageant yesterday, and half the 
town was there to see. Quong Cum 
Yuen, after thirty years of industry, en- 
terprise and worthy citizenship in this 
land ot liia adoption, was borne to his 
last home, and while his fellow-country 
men united in attesting tho sincerity of 
their regret for a good man gone, some 
of the whites who lay claim to a civiliza- 
tion higher than that of these inoffen- 
sive children of the Orient, discredited 
themselves and the city by repeated sac- 
rileges and conduct incapable of inter- 
pretation save as insult to the eorrowicg 
relatives of the deceased merchant. 

Had an equally worthy white man 
died under the dragon ilagand his mem- 
ory and remains been so insulted by the 
"yellow barbarians," the Anglo-Saxon 
press of the world would have rung with 
indignant protest. A national apology 
would perhape have been demanded, 
and b words Hash were it not forthcom- 
ing. Such is the difference in Oriental 
and Occidental temperament. The 
Chinamen in Victoria seeB the cardinal 
principles of decency violated by the 
whites who vaunt themselves as his su- 
periors, but accepts the situatiou philos- 
ophically. Whatever he thinks he keeps 
to himBelf. 

No one not familiar with Chinese 
ceremonials would have guessed that it 
was a festival of death that bo excited 
the "quarter" yesterday, filling its 
.atreeta with grotesquely, brilliantly-clad 
'humanity, and picturesque Oriental 
paraphernalia. The burial feast spread 
on Cormorant street seemed to have 
none but a comic meaning to the jost- 
ling throng that pressed in upon it. 
The altars placed in the open air in 
order that incense and prayer might 
rise unfettered to the home ol 
Deity, were rudely invaded by the curi- 
ous but sacriligious company of Bight- 
seers; the wind-wafted prayers for par- 
don were with laughter intercepted in 
their flight and utilized as cigar lighters : 
eveii the canopied platform bearing the 
coffined body of the dead was not safe 
from intrusion, and required the literal 
as well as figurative protection of the 
bodyguard from tho Gee Kung Tong. 

The latter important order in Chinese 
masonry of course had full charge of the 
unique proceedings. Quone Yuen having 
been its grand master for some time 
past. The ceremonies included the re- 
moval of the body by tho Bame window 
through which the aoul was, according 
to Confucian belief, supposed to have 
winged its departure — the sacrifices of 
meats and confections both in the street 
and at the cemetery; the incessant 
chanting of the general body of Chinese ; 
tho many-bannered procession, such as 
only the most esteemed have accompany- 
ing them to the grave; the carried mem- 
bera of the family and the sackcloth- 
garhed, wailing professional mourners, 
who aftor protracted faeting expressed, 
as in the olden days, the general sorrow. 

The procession, aaide from its signifi- 
cance, was one of the moBt notable from 
a spectacular standpoint of any British 
Columbia has ever seen. It included 
many bands of muaic, numerous chant 
ing choirs, and the full strength of the 
Geo Kung Tong, whose aims are sup- 
posed to he so directly inimical to the 
peace of the reigning dynasty. The 
military contingent was an oddly-assort- 
el one, its armament including every- 
thing in the shape if both ancient and 
modern weapon, while the inscriptions 
and banners were so numeroua as tu 
confuse both the eye and the inter- 
preters. The line of march was by way 
of Cormorant, Douglas and Humbuldt 
atreeta to Rjsa Bay, where the final ex- 
orciaea of burial were performed, al- 
though no interment was made, the re- 
mains being subsequently returned to 
Hayward's undertaking parlors, whence 
they will bo forwarded to China by the 
next Bailing steamer. 

Ab in the case of tho paper- (lower 
maker a few weeks ago, the Chinese are 
recallini: a curious prophecy in connec- 
tion with the death of Qnong Yuen. 
They eay that three months ago a local 
rentier of the Btars, also employed aB 
bookkeeper in the Yuen Chung Lung 
Co., informed the now deceased mer- 
chant, soon after his stroke of apoplexy, 
that lie would not live to see the four- 
teenth day of tho Now Year — his death 
occurring on the elevonth, while his 
burial yesterday took place on the exact 
date foretold as the extreme limit of liiB 
ife. 

Besides his connection with business 
affairs in thiB province and California, 
aa a labor contractor and merchant prin- 
cipally, Quong Yuen had for upwards of 
a quarter of a century interested himself 
in tho introduction of modern methods 
into his native land, where his chief in- 
vestments naturally are. He was the 
first steamboat owner on the river above 
Canton, and introduced and owned tho 
electric light in his native city — Canton.

for thirty miles out from the city the 
train was boarded by representatives of 
different outfitting establishments, who 
practically corralled their men like eo 
many sheep and took charge of them for 
the remainder of the journey, meanwhile 
posting them with information to suit 
their ends.

Not- 
withstanding, he predicts a great 
exodus of people this way and the incor- 
poration of companies to work northern 
uold fields or to embark in some steam- 
boat enterprise was of constant occur- 
rence.
